A broad united front was achieved in this fight. Although 
Boothe wanted a “quiet” campaign, petitions were issued by several 
organizations, church groups and unions and within a few weeks 
30,000 petitions were signed. There were a number of important 
white groups and individuals who joined, the most outspoken being 
church, youth and women, 

When t the public hearing was held at 3 o'clock in the atternoon, 
some 2,000 po. in ians crowded the House of Delegates Chamber, 
the corridors and stairways—all in support of the bills. Not a single 
white-supremacist dared tq oppose these bills on the floor of the 
public hearing. 

Here, too, Boothe bent over backwards to. show that. these 
bills would do a minimum. He: took a slap at the overcrowded 
house by stating that he and the other sponsors “did not solicit the 
‘attendance’ at the public hearing: Many church, organization, 
youth and civic leaders and members, who travelled from all the 


far corners of Virginia, were not allowed to speak out—though they 


came for that . The sponsors. and the members of the. 
General Assembly did not want all the facts and the real feeling of 
hatred tor segregation to come out into the open.’
